Our Relations with England. 

In connection with the very appreciable 
reaction in Engheh sentiment to which we 
have already alluded as likely to affect the 
labors of the Joint High Commission, 
there is one matter that deserves especial 
remark. It is the extremely flimsy and 
almost ridiculous character of the reasens 
which the Tory leaders themselves put for- 
ward to justify the change. The latest 
utterances that we have noticed on the 
subject were those of Mr, Rozsvcg before 
his constituents at Sheffield. “ Their slen- 
derness, when.contrasted with their vehe- 
mence, is farcical. It would be unwise as 
well aa unjust to the English te believe 
that their present veering away from u® 


not a people on the earth that knows its 
own collective mind, taking the word in a 
practical sense, so clearly as the British. 
The heartiness of their convictions, their 
tenacity of purpose, even the inveteracy of 
their prejudices, have become a proverb. 
Yet, paradoxical as.it may seem, there is 
no nation on the earth that either knows 
or cares so little about the reasons for its 
opinions as this same bluff and downright 
Britain. 

The brilliant saturists of France have 
aimed the keenest shafts ot ridicule at this 
English peculiarity in its various forms. 
Some of the later English writers, Lord 
MACAULAY among the number, have also 
taken it up, in a very serious and truly 
Bntish manner, for comment and 
mutige tion. The polished historian, 
we remember, takes occasion to 
copgraiulate his countrymen, as’ might 
have been expecied, on the extreme 
p. riicularity and narrowness of their polit- 
ical thought, and to retaliate on the witty 
and speculative French by prosy citations 
from their history. He has the best of the 
argument, but the French have the best of 
the satire. It may be that the pride of 
the English has something to do with the 
characteristic of which we are speaking. 
A proud man is generally very careless 
and illogical in giving reasons for his con- 
duct. Especially is he sketchy, techni- 
cal and unsatislactory when he attempts 
to explain his resentments or any point of 
honor. The fact that he is offended 1s clear 
enough; but why or how is another matter. 
It is not at all certain that what he com- 
plains of is the real ground of his anger; in- 
deed, the presumption is rather the other 
way. Nations ofa practical tura are as con- 
siderate of trifles near at hand and as in- 
different to larger objects that are remote, 
as individuals of the like dispocition. The 
prevailing public thoucht of Great Britain 
extends neither inward, like that of Ger- 
many, nor ultimately and in the main 
upward, likethat of America, but simply 
outward, in the most common sense and 
unaspiring manner. Consequently, our 


trans-Atlantic kinsmen, being piqued at 


us, do not stop to find any large or digni- 
fied cause of quarrel with us, but lay hold 
of the readiest and most convenient accu- 
saiion that they can hurl at us. The 
gravamen of this present charge against 
us is that we Lave- pot treated them with 
proper respect, and the ultra Tories have 
actually succeeded, by their belligerent 
talk, in persuading Father Bull to roll up 
his sleeves and shake his iat old fists at us. 
Surely this is the very loudness of melo- 
drama, to say nothing of its weakness. 
But if we examine attentively the con- 
dition of the English people, we shal! find 
an explanation of their increasing coldness 
and seeming aversion toward us, as ex- 
hibited within the last few weeks, that will 
not jar on our £elt-love, and certainly will 
not titillate us with laughter, but may well 
occasion a very serious train of reflection. 
England has been, as her statesmen boast, 
the land of compromises. Why she has 
been so, it would not be difficult—though 
it might take long—to tell. Her national, 
social and spiritual life has based itself at 
once on that union and reconcilration of ex. 
tremes which lies at the very foundation of 
our modern civilization. She is ihe apt po- 
litical and social product of certain sublime 
and mighty ideas which have created all 
of modern history. Her government hag 
been a compromise between the principle 
of order and the principle of freedom— 
between aristocracy and democracy—each 
of which has at times acquired ascendancy, 
but has not held it. It is along and 
shining course that stretches from our day 
back to the crossing over of the Norman 
tanner’s sop; but these two ideas, by their 
union and by tbeir conflicts, have made it 
all. Nevertheless, England is now in grave 
and exceeding peril from the very causes 
that in the past have made her grand and 
powerful. The two ideas on which her 
system is built have been developed so 
widely apart by the progress of society, 
that they can no'longer be reconciled and 
bound together in one government. When 
England looks at the United States, the 
truit of her loins, she. sees one of these 
ideas enthroned and ‘supreme; when she 
looks at Eastern Europe, she sces the other 
equally trumphant, while just across the 
channel is unbappy France swaying help- 
lessly back and forth between the two, a 
laughmg-stock to those who are too shal- 
low to understand and pity her condition. 
The world is i100 small to contain these 
two ideas, e of which claims to be in- 
fallible, exclusive and universal. The 
lines between them are beeoming more 
sharply drawn «every day. Every nation 
must give itself up entirely to the one or 
to the ether. For the last hundred years 
they have been abroad recruiting among 
the nations, but now their hostile camps 


“are becomiog fixed—the one in the East 


and the other in the West—and they are 
preparing for a contest, not in detached 
states, but by empires, which cannot come 
in our day, indeed, but is yet as inevitable 
as fate itself. 

Under these circumstances what is Eng- 
land to do? What can she do? She can- 


not change or do away what grows out of |

But the aris- 
tocracy made haste to patch up a 
surrender and a truce with 
Russia, and now we find the English 
people ready to recoil from the proximity 
to us into which their recent danger drove 
them. It will not do to attribute the re 


withdrawmg from us simply because they 
are Englishmen; that is, because with their 
hereditary and ineradicable tastes they 
cannot fraternize with democrats. Nei- 
ther is there the slightest danger that the 
English nation will throw itself into the 
arms of autocracy. That is quite impos 
this | sible. We hold it, then, to be almost cer- 
tain that, so longas the tendencies of the 
modern world shall permit the British Em- 
pire to exist at all, the balancing and com- 
between opposite forces will be 
kept up. Both moral and physical causes 
require its continuance. If part of the 
British people are democratic in senti- 
ment another part are just the reverse. If 
Russia threatens India we threaten Cana- 
da. So the offsets are equa] all round. 
CARLYLE and RUSKIN are at least a match 
for SWINBURNE and Joun StrvuaBtT MILL. 
England will stay on the fence so long as 
she is England. 
One of this collision of 
ideas and moral forces, to which England 
is thus exposed, is, naturally, 
great vacillation in the foreign policy ot 
the country. When we read of the muta. 
tions of her domestic politics, of the put- 
ting out of the Tories and the putting in of 
the Whigs, it does not strike us that there 
is anything undignified or unseemly in 
the proceeding. Weexpect such vicissi- 
tudes in the management of home affairs. 
But when a government pursues a tat- 
ing and changeful policy towards other 
nations, when it seems to lack decision and 
constancy in its dealings with the great 
outside world, we feel that it is weak and 
pusillanimous. What it is that causes the 
wide difference of impression in the two 
cases we need not stop to inquire. Per- 
haps there is something of maccuracy in 
our judgment in both cases. At all 
events it is unjust to censure Mr. Guap- 
STONE, while we praise Earl HaLirax and 
Mr. Harxtey. Men, whether great or 
small, are apt to act their parts im at best 
but a hali-consacious way, not fully know- 
ing or understanding what it is they do. 
We consider it doubtiul whether the Eng- 
lishmen who retired before ELizanETa 
and quakéd before Hzyry VIIL, or the 
first and the third Epwakgp, loved liberty 
any less than those who cut off the head 
ot Cuar es L. or met King Joun at Run- 
nymede. The latter, perhaps, meant no 
better than the former, but they were dif- 
ferently placed and “builded more wisely 
than they knew.” If Mr. GuapsToNE and 
the High Commission should not do m 
all respects to suit us, let us at least be 
just m our criticisms, and try to under- 
stand the embarrassments under which 
they labor. 
We repeat that a mere temporary and 
partial patching up of minor details is the 
largest measure of success that we antici- 


giuitonous diplomacy.

Matters. 

In recent numbers of the famous Stutt 
gart periodical, Ueber Land und Meer, we 
find two noticeable articles on the acqui- 
siiion of Alsace by the French, It is 
scarcely necessary, in view of their origin, 
to say that theg are scholarly and very 
able.
